HAT TIME IS IT? .. “It is none of your 
business!” . . . Now nobody answers any 
one in this fashion when the Time is asked 

for. For it may be time that a child now walk 
out thru the falling snows to a music lesson, given 
by a teacher a few blocks or a few miles away.

I am now collecting into one whole all the Scrip- 
tures on KNOWING THE TIME,—and in this 
discourse the collection has shown us one of the 
sweetest things in Scriptures. Namely, For His 
people, God always foretells (1) every Age or test- 
ing-period thru which they must pass; (2) its 
character or nature; and, oh please never forget it, 
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or which points. After reading each, pause just 
one second in meditation thereon, only one second, 
before you pass to the next—J.Q.A. 


1. When Mr. Adams made statement that all 
activities are contingent upon knowing the Time— 
that the Time determines whether we now pass 
to a Class, or go for a train, or go to do chores, or 
plant a crop, or what we do,—the Holy Spirit 
said right out, “Pauline sunshinel’’? Comment: 
Then if we know not definitely What Time it is 
in the Age,—we are not in the brightest, purest 
light (meaning of ‘‘Sunshine’’) which always goes 
with walking in the ablest apostleship (meaning of 
“Pauline”).

Listen to the 
local ringing!” Comment: ‘‘Ringing’’, we believe, 
means alarm; and ‘Local ringing” would mean 
“Jocal alarm”. ‘‘Local” means at this place, and 
this place does not refer to Gunn, where we spoke, 
but to this place that we were in the Scriptures,— 
Daniel’s prophecy on NUM BER OF YEARS to 
reach to Messiah' God calls one and all to listen 
to the “ALARM” that rang forth in THIS 
SCRIPTURE! Listening to it, would cause 
every Jew (and every man) to know Messiah has 
already come,—and how long ago.

OO MANY CHRISTIANS are of the opinion 

that we can never know anything about the 

Time in the sense of when comes End of 
today’s world or Age. But they err grievously, 
not knowing the Scriptures on the subject. God 
has never ended an Age without giving specific 
warnings of that end and of just when tt would 
come. ‘‘Yet one hundred and twenty years”’ 
was His definite message to the ante-diluvian 
world. People then were not only permitted but 
were compelled to know the Truth about the 
Time, and Noah kept the count of Years accurate- 
ly before the world. Now while New Testament 
says of the ante-diluvians ‘‘they knew not until 
the Flood came and took them away’ (Matt. 
24:38; Lk. 17:27), it was not because God hid 
from His people the Truth about the Time. It 
could only be from unbelief of God’s Time-Table 


on when would end that World. 


Not yet are we going to review any of the several 
Time-Lables that are Divinely given for this 
present age. But in this afternoon’s talk it.is our 
purpose to awaken Christians to the fact that the 
Scriptures teach all should know, and that some 
positively will know, the Truth about the Time. 
Until this is realized, people will hardly give the 


Bible Time-Tables consideration. 


DELUSION 


Most people think the Scriptures say we can 
never know when comes End for Today’s World,— 
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and that therefore any study on such topic is 
foolishness. They say that the Bible says “‘none 
shall understand’; that Jesus says of the Time, 
‘no man can know the day or the hour’’; and that 
He told His disciples and means it for all coming 
generations of Christians that “it is not for you 
to know the Times and the Seasons which the 
Father hath set within His own authority.” 
Further, they think He said and meant for all 
coming people, ‘in an hour ye think not, I come!”’ 
But the truth is that all of these statements are 
twisted Scriptures and in this brief study we in- 
tend not to dodge or ignore a single one of them, 
but we intend to review absolutely EHVERY 
Scripture that people use (rather, mis-use) to 
make any one think God would hide from man- 
kind all knowledge, or at least all definite know- 
ledge, of just when comes end for Today’s World. 


WHAT THE SCRIPTURES SAY 


Reviewing the mis-used passages in the order in 
which they come in the Bible, they run from 
Daniel to Revelation. Wet they are extremely 
few—only seven at the most extended count. 
And just here, permit us to call to your attention 
aforetime a sweet peculiarity about every one of 
them: Read all that is said on the subject, and we 
shall find such understanding is withheld only from 
the devout who live before the End-Time comes, and 
from the worldly of all time; and further, in these 
very same passages, as we read the whole in each 
case, we hear God declare that some shall positively 
find, know and appropriate DEFINITE knowledge 
on the End-Time from the TIME-TABLES! 


EVENTIDE 


1. Some people say when God gave Daniel 
Time-Table a eich ends Today’s World (or when 
when comes Resurrection), He told Daniel such 
knowledge is “‘shut up and sealed” against under- 
standing. Two words on this objection, either of 
which explodes it. First: If understanding of 
the Divinely given Time-Table on when comes 
End for Today’s Age were shut up and sealed from 
understanding for all generations,—why would 
God have Daniel to record it permanently in the 
Scriptures, of which New Testament says “EVERY 
SCRIPTURE is profitable .. . that the man 
of God be perfect”? And why would Jesus tell 
us we must live by “RVERY WORD that comes 
from the mouth of God”? These Time-Tables are 
‘Swords from the mouth of God’’, and they are 
certainly Holy Scripture,—in fact, they are found 
no where else. Next, turn to the actual passage 


and see what is the actual wording: ‘‘Go thy way, 
Daniel, for the words are shut up and sealed 


for ever? against all coming generations? 


no, or why would they be given? 


as the Holy Spirit so often prays right out thru us. 


“The words are shut up and sealed TILL THE 


TIME OF THE END!” Now if we go to a Bank 
and find it closed and see on its door a sign which 
reads, ‘Closed till Nine o’clock Tomorrow ', 
that is equally saying “Open at Nine Tomorrow ! 
“Closed till Time of the End” is declaring that 
understanding of when comes End of Today’s 
World or Age is shut up and sealed against the 
early generations of Christians. In mercy God 


would not have them to know that it would be 
nearly 2,000 years off. But His same attribute 


of Mercy makes Him disclose meaning of these 
Time-Tables to the generation on which He re- 
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turns! Closed only till Time of the End,—means 
the deeper we go into the general End-Time, the 
clearer the understanding of such knowledge shall 
become. Thus first objection, that God has sealed 
shut such understanding for all generations, is a 
twisted Scripture. The passage really declares, 
Shut up to early man, Open for the End-Gener- 


ation! 


2. Some people there are who will say that God 
told Daniel of this knowledge ‘‘none shall under- 
stand.” Again, we say turn and see what the 
actual wording is. Speaking of the sealing of such 
understanding till general End-Time, God says: 
‘MANY”—and when Jehovah God says ‘‘many”’ 
we may rest assured a multitude.is meant,— 
‘‘ MANY shall purify themselves and make them- 
selves white, and be refined; but the wicked shall 
do wickedly; and NONE OF THE WICKED 
SHALL UNDERSTAND”. But ob, speaker, 
oh, reader! don’t, don’t stop there for God has not 
yet ended the sentence, but ‘‘Read on!” as the 
Holy Spirit used to pray thru us so much. The 
sentence goes on to say, “but THHY THAT 
ARE WISE SHALL UNDERSTAND”! Daniel 
12:8-10. Thus men twist the Scripture to say 
“none shall understand’’ when instead it says 
‘“none of the wicked shall understand”’, and then 
it immediately tells us some (‘‘the wise”—‘‘they 
that are wise’’) positively will understand the 
TIME-WHEN from these Tables! 


3. Some ministers use lst Thess. 5:2 as follows: 
“For yourselves know perfectly that the Day of 
the Lord so cometh as a thief in the night.’”?’ Then 
they preach some such sermon from it as this: 
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sis ! You have just now heard New Testa- 
ae Day of the Lord comes as a thief in 
the night. Now none of you know if a thief will 
come tonight while you are here at church, or 
tomorrow night, or at any time this week, or this 
month, this or next year, OF when. You don’t 
know if a thief will visit you at any time in your 
whole lifetime. So, says New Testament, 18 ae 
coming of the Day of the Lord. Let us stan 
together and sing the closing hymn. age my 
friends, why not ‘Pead on”, as the Holy Spiri 
used so to pray right out thru me? If only we 
read on, we shall hear exactly the reverse of this 
situation for some: ‘‘But ye, brethren, are not a 
darkness that That Day’’—the Day of the Lor 
which is just mentioned,—‘‘should overtake you as 
a thief!’ 1st Thess. 5:2-4, Thus God says 
we should not have this true of us. Such a state 
He calls “darkness” and in this same passage 
He tells us there is a “Light” that would make us 
know the Time-When instead of its being at an 
unknown time, such as is the coming of a thief in 


darkness!

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5. True it is when His disciples asked Him, 
‘‘What is the sign of Thy coming and of End of 
the World;” Jesus began, ‘‘Take heed, that no 
man lead you astray.” Usually with this, people 
argue, ‘“‘Oh, then, it is a subject on which there is 
danger of being led astray so I will not listen or 
think on the subject and be safe!” Ah, again, 
‘“‘ Read on!” as the Holy Spirit prays out so much, 
formerly. The very next statement of Jesus tells 
on WHAT IT IS that people are apt to be led 
“astray.” He continues: ‘‘For many shall come in 
my name, saying, I am the Christ; and shall lead 
many astray.” Matt. 24: 4-5. Then it is not on 
signs of Jesus’ return and End of the World that 
the danger is—but in ‘‘many”’ claiming to come in 
HIS NAME—when they are not His. Now this 
does not mean as ministers usually take it, that 
multitudes, multitudes will come, knock at your 
door, and as you open it you will be met by a 
person as you or I, who will say, ‘‘Sir, I am the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” Oh, no, this is not the meaning. 
‘‘Many” will never do this. What does it mean, 
then? It means that multitudes will be calling 
themselves ‘‘Christians’”—thus by the ‘‘name”’ of 
Christ, when they are not Christians! Jesus says, 
‘You wish to know the sign of My coming and of 
End of the World, do you? Listen as I draw back 
the curtains and show you the FIRST AGE-END 
PICTURE: Multitudes, multitudes—hordes and 
hordes—of people will be calling themselves 
‘Christians,’ when they are not one bit Christian! 
Don’t be decieved into thinking the multitudes 
who will call themselves Christians are, for—they 
are not! Oh, what a horrible Age-End picture! 
But it is the word of Jesus Christ. But what 
some people stop and use as an argument against 
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looking into the subject of ‘‘What Time O’Age is 
it?’—is not against that subject at all but is 
spoken positively of many claiming to be Christinas 
who are not. 


6. and 7. The next Scriptures that people mis- 
use against knowing anything about when comes 
End for our Age must be grouped together for 
their explanation is the same. We refer to Matt. 
24: 36; Mark 13: 32, and Acts 1: 6-7. Now the 
first two are the same identical statement, made 
on the same one occasion, only recorded by two 
different writers. And the third is the same matter 
stated to men of His generation, immediately after 
the Resurrection. To people of His day, Jesus 
said of the second Coming of Christ, ‘‘but of that 
day and hour knoweth no one,” and, “Tt is not 
for you to know the Times and Seasons which the 
Father hath set in His own authority.” And 
from these passages people argue, ‘‘No one can 
ever know The Time!” Now note Jesus did not 
use the future tense. He did not say, ‘‘No one 
shall know,” or, ‘“‘No one can know.” For had 
He said that He would have contradicted what He 
had given by Daniel centuries earlier. To Daniel 
He gave Time-Tables to show when comes End 
of our present Age and said of it at that Time. 
At the general End-Time some (those of heavenly

asked me to bring the monthly addresses on some 
subject that I think will do most to quicken our 
spiritual life. My three addresses are all on the 
one same subject: Know the Time! And, I do 
not mean know it vaguely, or generally—but know 
it definitely, specifically, and literally! 


MO FRIENDS: We have come now to the 
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When we look at the face of the earth-clock, at 
a glance every man, woman and child sees how 
many hours are in the day; and prominently dis- 
played ‘‘hands’’ at a glance disclose the hour-and- 
minute it is in the whole of the twelve hours, 
exactly where we are. Who is there that will say 
of earth-time, ‘‘People don’t need to know the 
time?” Every smallest fellow knows there is 
great need for such. Now in this closing address 
on “The Time of Age” —I wish to introduce the Age- 
Clock—and for each and all to see plainly there- 
from that as heretofore God has foretold the 
NUMBER OF YEARS for every Age or test for 
His people,—so He has done for our present Age; 
the Age of Jewlsh world-dispersion, the Age of 
Gentile world-rule. And when I am through, I 
hope each and all of you can see the Great Big 
Face of “God’s Clock”—and can see as there 
are twelve hours in the day, there are 2,520 years 
in this Age; and as we can know at what hour we 
are, and how many hours remain in and for the 
day as we look at the earth-clock so people can learn 
to look at ‘God’s Clock” and know exactly where 
we are in the 2,520 Years for this Age—and how 
much yet remains in the Age. And where is the 
man that will say of such knowledge, ‘‘People 
don’t need to know the Time?”’ That man is 
everywhere—in all the pulpits of all pentecostal, 
protestant and papal churches today, and in all 
the pews. He is yourself (most likely) and myself, 
only a few years ago—some twenty years ago. 
But the fellow (a child) who says of the Time-of- 


Day, people don’t need clocks and watches, and. 


nobody needs to know the time—has not developed 
much in life; he has not reached Time-Conscious- 


ness, and is doing nothing hy schedule, and there- 
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fore is really doing nothing at all. And so, I tell 
you frankly, my friends, the man or the woman 
who concerning God’s Clock says: “‘No such Clock 
is needed, people don’t need to know the Time”— 
has not yet become spiritually Time-Conscious. 
He knows not the actual significance of every year 
in which he now lives—and spiritually is not far 
developed yet, though he (or she) may bear aca- 
demic and theological degrees and be the idol of 
millions of some denomination or movement— 
which corresponds to calling the toddler “ Mama’s 
Man.” Now from Revelation, sixth chapter, we 
have seen that when the End is actually falling, 
every ‘“‘cuss” will know the Time (Daniel calls 
them “the wicked.’”’) ‘This is the Great Day of 
the Lord.” But we have heard the Scriptures say 
that God’s children ought to know from the 
Divinely-given Time-Tables when the End is going 
to come, when it is due—-ahead of time! 


AN AGE OF ‘‘SEVEN TIMES” 


Our present Age is of one kind for the Jews, of 
another kind for Gentiles; spiritually, that is, as 
regards the spiritual privileges and Divine callings, 
it is the same for Jew and Gentile. But as regards 
the racial, political and social aspects, the present 
God foretold is an Age of world-dispersion and 
pogroms for Jews, but of world rule and dominion, 
for Gentiles. This makes a great difference. The 
forecast of the present Age, both as to its character 
and as to the time-length therefor, was given first 
to Moses for the Jews, in a mountain-peak Bible 
chapter of prophecy, Levit. xxvi._ Briefly sum- 
marized, the speech there as recorded from Jehovah 
is as follows: ‘Israel, now I am going to take

you into the Land I have long promised you. — In 
the Land, you are going to prosper, become rich, 
and forget Me. Actually, you are going to forget 
how I led you through hot burning wilderness, 
made a special cloud to cool you, caused big 
boulders to gush forth with cool waters for you, and 
how I rained down from Heaven angels food daily 
for you for forty years. You are going to turn 
your back upon Me. But listen, Israel, when you 
do, what I am going to do. Iam going to set My 
face against you; I will break the pride of your 
power ”—that would be to overthrow their sover- 
eignty. ‘‘They that hate you shall rule over you, 
your strength shall be spent in vain, your land 
shall not yield increase, neither shall the trees of 
the land yield their fruit. I will bring a sword 
upon you which shall execute upon you the ven- 
geance of the Covenant. I will make your cities 
waste, and your sanctuaries desolate. I will bring 
the Land into such desolation that your enemies 


that dwell therein shall be astonished at it. You 


will 1 scatter among the Nations and I will draw 
out the sword after you, even in those strange 
Lands,” which would be the promise of oppression 
and pogroms. Such the foretold character of this 
Age, as regards the Jews in all Lands! And four 
times over (remember, four times over) God fore- 
tells the duration-length of the Age, mystically, as 


a period for or of ‘‘Seven Times!”’ 


The details of this Age as to character and 
duration-length for Gentiles was many centuries 
later (as this Age actually began), foretold in a 
prophetic dream-fulfillment to a Gentile world- 
ruler, Nebuchadnezzar, and interpreted by Daniel 
for him, in another mountain-peak Bible chapter of 
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prophecy. That chapter is Daniel IV. A vision 
was seen of a great Tree, whose height reached 
unto heaven, the sight of which filled the world, in 
which was “food for all.’ At End of ‘Seven 
Times” a watcher from Heaven cries, ‘‘Cut down 
the Tree, lop off its branches, smash its fruit, 
scatter its leaves!” What a total wreckage! 
It is seen with bands of brass and iron around its 
trunk. Daniel interprets the dream-vision as & 
prophecy of the maniacy of Nebuchadnezzar, 
which came literally to pass for the seven years in 
which he lived in the fields with beasts, as one of 
them. Now I love, above all things, thoroughness 
and accuracy. Therefore I point out to you that 
there are some expositors who say that is all the 
prophecy there is in this chapter, and that all of it 
was fulfilled millenniums ago in the Seven Years’ 
Maniacy of Nebuchadnezzar. Upon a. superficial 
glance only, this would seem to be true. But note 
the next element which we cannot overlook. What 
means the band of brass, and band of iron around 
the Tree? In another dream-vision Nebuchad- 
nezzar had seen a Metallic Man, whose head was 
gold, whose arms, shoulders and breast were 
silver, whose torso or belly was brass, whose thighs 
and legs were iron. Heaven’s interpreter tells him 
that was vision of the Succession of World Empires, 
from that day till the coming of the Son of Man in 
glory to take over the world. Heaven interprets it, 
also. ‘Thou art the head of gold,’ was said to 
Nebuchadnezzar. The third World Empire, sym- 
bolized by the Brass, was foretold to be the Greek. 
We know they were succeeded by the Romans as 
the fourth World Empire. Thus in this Tree 
vision, we have the first and the last of these very 
symbols: Nebuchadnezzar himself, and the brass 


en sag Re aa 
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and iron rings, typifying the last two forms of world 
rule. Therefore, because of these elements which 
cannot be explained otherwise, yet other expositors 
take the Seven Years’ Maniacy of Nebuchadnezzar 
itself to be a prophecy—prophecy of the ‘Seven 
Times” of the Gentiles, thus Biblically symbolized 
as a Rule of Maniacy, of Beasts! Nowif the 
“head” is insane or crazy, the whole of the body is 
crazy. As Nebuchadnezzar was called “the head” 
or beginning of Gentile world rule—his maniacy 
for seven times would symbolize the whole Gentile 
rule as a deranged rule. And thus the world 
character of today’s long Age as regards the Gentiles 
was foretold—foretold as that of World Rule, but 
of a Deranged Rule! And in this Bible chapter it, 
too, is foretold four times over (note, four times 
over) as being a period of or for “ Seven Times!” 


AN AGE OF 2520 YEARS 


The two periods, one of Seven Times for the 
Gentiles and the other of Seven Times for the 
Jews, are contemporaneous! The ‘Seven Times”’ 
of Gentile World-Rule are contemporaneous with 
the ‘‘Seven Times” of Jewish World-Dispersion an 


Jewish world-oppression. 


How long are ‘‘Seven Times?” Note carefully, 
just as this term is Biblically given, so every step 
in interpretation is from the Bible also. In 
Rev. 12: 6-14, we read that “‘a time, times and a 
half” (that is, three and a half times) are 1,260 
days—whence one ‘‘Time” would be a period o 
360 Days, and ‘‘Seven Times’? would be a period 
of 2,520 Days. But more than this number of 
literal days have passed, and yet there has con- 
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ad. sh world-dispersion and Gentile world- 
dominion. What does it mean? Remember to 
“Read on!” as the Holy Spirit used to pray right 
out through me so much and so often. When we 
read all that the Bible says about “‘days,”’ while 
in practically all cases a “day” is a term of 24 hours 


only, as is the “day of hireling’’—yet, whether we 
like it or not, God Himself tells us there are some 
times when a ‘‘day”’ stands for a “vear.” ‘Two 
requirements must obtain simultaneously before the 
term of a “day” ever stands for a ‘“vear’” in God’s 


reckoning. (1) The period to which it applies, 
must be one foretold in prophecy; and, (2) the 
oretold prophetical period must be one of chastise- 
ment or of testing. Now when both these situa- 
tions obtain simultaneously—God over and over, 
right plain out, tells us that ‘a day is a year!” 
I know there are some writers who do not like 
this interpretation. But, note our next statement: 
No man invented such application for ‘‘a day”’ in 
prophetical periods of prophecy—but it is posi- 
tively declared, time over and again, in book after 
book of the Holy Scriptures, and by no less an 
Authority than Jehovah, God Himself. Here are 
some references, by which one may check up for 
himself and have positive knowledge—not guess- 
work or speculation. Num. 14:34; Ezek. 4: 4-6; 

Then, collecting and 
putting together as a one continuous whole all 
that the Scriptures say on knowing the Time— 
our present Age is one for, and only for, 2,520 years!

Remember, do you, that we asked you to note 
Leviticus tells us four times over that Jewish dis- 
persion and oppression would be for Seven Times? 
And that Daniel four times over tells us at end of 
Seven Times the World-Tree, which typifies the 
Gentile World-Dominion, shall be cut down? 
Expositors have taken this as prophetic hint that 
this Present Age or world regime would be in- 
stituted by four successive strokes at beginning, 
and will come down in four successive strokes at 
the end,—and each end-stroke comes exactly at 
a period of 2,520 years future to each beginning 
stroke!

Now this was 
absolutely the FIRST TI ME any kind of Gentile 
power was lifted from off the Holy City since the 
beginning of Gentile rule there, more than two 
millenniums ago. And, it did not come in 18438, 
nor in 1845, but EXACTLY in 1844 A.D.,— 
which was exactly 2520 years future to first be- 
ginning stroke of Gentile dominion over Palestine!

Chas. Buck, in his “Theological Dictionary”’,

No, no, no, a thousand times no, 
to that silly theory that the English people are the 
lost tribes, or are ‘‘Israel”. Here is one thing 
that positively explodes that—besides the too many 
other things to bring forth here. God says of 
the Israelites they will be without a king, without 
a church of their own—till Messiah-Christ returns! 
Now the English people have had independent 
Sovereignty now for more than 1,000 years,—and a 
state supported church of their own thru these 
centuries--and we must take all that the Scriptures 
say on a subject, and this one Scripture explodes 
the ‘British-Israel Truth” and proves it a British-

TWO OBSERVATIONS. 


From the above tabulation from ten reputable 
historians, two outstanding and very apparent 
FACTS strike us. The first is that historians 
actually differ as to when was the final fall of the 
Holy City, since when there has been no more 
Jewish sovereignty there! The next fact is also 
plain to all. It is that tho historians differ on date 
of final overthrow, yet in the opinions of them all 
(or of the ten that we have reveiw ed), it came at 
some time in the 580-es B.C. From such last be- 
ginning stroke, the 2520 years would reach over to 
our 1940-es A.D. We are now in that decade,— 
and sure enough the World’s greatest Judgment 
stroke is raging, worldwide in the present Global 
War! Likely it is during its course that Resurrec- 
tion comes,—as the 1940-es are indicated by 
counting forward 2520 years from the last beginning 
stroke in the B.C. 580-es!

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WHAT THE ZIONISTS WILL ASK FOR 
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The World Zionist Congress is meeting in Basle. it will decide whether Jewish representatives take part in the re- 
sumed London Conference on Palestine. If the Jews attend, what will be their demands ? David Ben-Gurion,Chairman 
of the Jewish Agency executive and leader of the Palestine Labour Party, outlines the answer to Sydney Jacobson. 
it should be clear that this is the Zionists’ statement of their case, not our own summing-up of the position. 


EN-GURION’S own story is a slice of the 

tragedy, the achievements and the muddle in 
Palestine. Over forty years ago, he was already 
a settler in Tiberias. The Turks exiled him because 
he was a Zionist. He went to Britain and America, 
and came back to Palestine as an Allied soldier. 
A couple of months ago, he was an exile again. 
Chairman of the Jewish Agency executive, president 
of the Palestine Labour Federation—the strongest 
Jewish political party in the country—he was living 
in a hotel in Paris, trailed by detectives and liable 
to arrest if he set foot in Palestine. A few weeks 
later, he was free again to go where he wanted, and 
had flown the Atlantic to meet the British Ambassa- 
dor in Washington. 

If the Jewish side sends a delegation to the 
resumed Palestine Conference in London, Ben- 
Gurion will almost certainly be one of its members. 
And if there is a Zionist with whom a British Labour 
Government should be able to talk freely and use- 
fully, it is this 60-year-old Labour leader. When I 
saw him in Paris, I asked him what the Zionists’ 
minimum demands were. This was his statement 
of the Zionist case :— 

““We have three main aims which we cannot give 
up. They are: the right of Jews to enter Palestine 
without hindrance or artificial obstacles; the right 
to rebuild the desolate parts of Palestine; and the 
right to be independent, like any other people. 

“If these three conditions are accepted, we 
believe that even now there can be agreement. 
Palestine, and the whole of the Middle East, needs 
economic development and better conditions for the 
masses of the population. If that is the aim of the 
British Government, we are willing to help and

Palestine as the Labour Government when it took 
office last year. But it allowed its opportunity to 
pass, and only after nearly everything had been done 
to destroy all chance of success was a conference 
called. When the Labour Party came into power, it 
had a free hand on Palestine, since it had disavowed 
the White Paper of 1939 from the start, condemned 
it in Parliament as a breach of faith and denounced 
it in speeches by its leaders. If the Labour Govern- 
ment, because of Arab opposition, did not wish 
to return to the pre-war mandate policy, it could 
have initiated a new policy with the maximum 
possible agreement from both Jews and Arabs, 
since it had the confidence of both. We knew 
the Labour Party as loyal supporters of Zionist 
aspirations and of our own Labour movement in 
Palestine ; the Arab masses looked to British Labour 
as the champion of a higher standard of life for the 
working-man all over the world. If the British 
Government had called a meeting of both sides and 
made it clear that the White Paper would go, but 
that it regarded Palestine as part of a big plan for 
the development of the whole Middle East, there 
would have been an excellent chance for agreement. 
After all, it is wrong to regard Arabs and Jews as 
being in total opposition to one another. We have 
joint aspirations, too. Zionism is not merely a 
political movement, but also a constructive under- 
taking for development, and for the creation of new 
social, economic and cultural values. And that is 
what the Arab countries need most. 

‘‘But unhappily no attempt was made to build up 
agreement on this basis. Instead, the Labour 
Government adopted a policy which contained all 
the faults and excluded all the benefits of the 
mandate and White Paper. This policy under- 
mined the conndence of both Jews and Arabs, and 
has added serious new difficulties. For instance, the

White Paper was annulled by not stopping Jewish 
immigration after the 75,000 permitted by the 
White Paper had entered Palestine. On the other 
hand, the land legislation, which the Labour Party 
denounced as racial discrimination and over which 
jt moved a vote of censure on the Chamberlain 
Government, was allowed to ramain in force. 

“Even more bitterness has been aroused by the 
Government’s immigration policy. I don’t want to 
appeal for mercy or play on anyone’s tender feelings, 
and so I won’t dwell on what happened to European 
Jewry during the war. But it’s known that more 
than six million Jews were annihilated. We believed 
at least that we would be given a chance to rescue 
the survivors. What happened? In June, 1945, the 
Jewish Agency appealed for 100,000 Jewish refugees 
from Europe to be admitted into Palestine at once, 
both to save them and because of the country’s 
urgent need of labour. Instead, the British Govern- 
ment arbitrarily decreed a quota of 1,500 a month. 
There was noplegal authority for this decision. Were 
we correct in wondering if British rule in Palestine 
is based on the mandate or on physical force? We 
Jews feel that in rescuing our survivors from Europe 
we are doing what Britain did with her army at 
Dunkirk, and we can’t understand why the rescue 
at Dunkirk was heroism and the relief of our 
remnants is called illegal and unscrupulous. 

‘“‘A large proportion of the Jews who escaped the 
gas chambers are in the U.S. Zone in Germany. 
President Truman’s representative, after an ..¢esti- 
gation on the spot, reported that at least 100,000 
should go to Palestine at once. But when the Anglo- 
American commission, set up to advise on the prob- 
lem, unanimously recommended the admission of 
100,000 immigrants, the British Government still 
refused.

As you 
know, the Bible is a Hebrew book, written in the main, 
both the Old and the New Testament by Hebrews whom 
God chose and inspired by His Spirit to set down the 
record of His will, His plan, His purpose, the program 
for the ages. The fourth of Daniel, however, is a very 
outstanding exception to this rule, for as we have 
stated, it contains the personal testimony of the con- 
version of this heathen king. If we are to understand the 
Bible correctly, we must remember that it deals very 
largely, with the history of one single nation, the nation 
of Israel, the nation which is at the center of God’s 
program and plan for the dispensations and the rest 
of the world nations. It deals particularly with one 
particular land, the land of this nation, the land of 
Canaan, which God gave by covenant to Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob, and through them to the twelve tribes of 
Israel. That promise holds good today just as sure, 
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unbreakable, as in the day when God first gave it to His 
servant, Abraham, in the 13th, 14th, and 15th chapters 
of Genesis. If, therefore, we are to understand the Bible 
and all of its revelation, we must remember that the 
key to the Scriptures is the plan of God concerning 
the nation of Israel in setting up a kingdom here upon 
earth and during the interval of the nation’s rejection 
and the setting aside of the kingdom, God is calling 
out for Himself a Bride, the Church of the Lord Jesus. 
After her rapture, God will again begin to deai with 
His ancient people, and fulfill all the covenant promises 
which He has made to the prophets of old as contained in 
the record of the Bible. It is, therefore, significant and 
worthy of special note that in this fourth of Daniel, 
we have the record not of a Hebrew writer but of a 
Gentile king concerning the dealing of God in revelation. 


PURPOSE OF THE PROPHECY OF DANIEL 


To the casual observer, the book of Daniel looks very 
much like twelve disconnected and unrelated chapters 
telling us the experiences of this man, Daniel, while 


he was a slave in the palace of the king, Nebuchadnezzar. 


However, when we remember that the Holy Spirit who 
wrote all the other sixty-five books of the Bible is the 
one Author, and that there is a unity and a progression 
and a oneness of purpose in every one of these books 
and all of them are related together, we begin to see 
in the prophecy of Daniel not merely a historical record 
of certain events which took place thousands of years 


ago, but a revelation of God, all these chapters con- 


nected one to the other and revealing to us what God’s 
purpose and plan is for these days which lay ahead in 
Daniel’s day. These twelve chapters in Daniel, there- 
fore, are not isolated experiences, but they are related 
accounts of God’s progressive revelation of the things 
which He wants His children to know. The main pur- 
ose of Daniel was to give us a vision of the times of 
the Gentiles up until the second coming again of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. So what we find in Daniel is a record 
of the course of the ages from Daniel’s day through the 
present dispensation of the grace of God, through the 
tribulation period, and up to the millennial period which 
shall be ushered in by the second coming of the Lord 


Jesus Christ, the Messiah.

FOUR PICTURES OF BABYLON 


In order to make it more easy for you to understand 
the purpose and the teaching of the prophecy of Daniel, 
let me just remind you that we have in this interesting 
book, four distinct and separate and yet related pictures 
of the course of this age. The first is found in the second 
chapter. You will recall it. The image of Nebuchadnezzar 
with its head of gold, with its chest and arms of silver, 
with its belly and thighs of brass, with its legs of iron 
and with its feet and toes of iron and of clay. We have 
already pointed out that this was a prophetic picture 
of the course of history from Babylon even unto the last 
form of Gentile world power and dominion which will 
be destroyed when the Lord Jesus Christ comes again. 
We have pointed out that the head of gold represents 
Babylon; the chest represented the Kingdom of Persia; 
and then we have the belly and the thighs of brass which 
was the conquering hosts of Greece; and then finally the 
Roman Empire which in turn conquered the Kingdom of 
Greece; then was divided into two parts represented 
by the two legs; and then for a time was discontinued, 
and we believe that we are standing on the very threshold 
of that time when the ten toes will make their appear- 
ance in the two-headed federation of nations of the end 
time just before the coming of the Lord. This was the 
great image which king Nebuchadnezzar saw, a picture 
of the course of Gentile dominion during the time of 
the rejection of the King. The most significant part 
of this vision was that after having viewed the great 
image of gold and silver and brass and iron and clay, 
he saw a great stone coming down from heaven which 
smote the image in its feet and ground it to a powder 
and then the stone itself became a great rock which 
eventually filled the entire earth. Now the picture was 
simply this—that during the time of our Lord’s rejec- 
tion the Gentile world powers will seek to bring about 
a millennium, a period of peace and world federation and 
world government which shall have no need for God 
or for God’s Christ, but at the end of man’s efforts, 
after he has failed, the Lord Jesus Christ, the Rock 
of Ages, shall return and will smite these governments 
and grind them to powder, and He Himself will become 
the King of kings and the Lord of lords and His king- 
dom shall be over all until it fulfills the entire earth. 
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This is the testimony of prophecy that at the end of 
man’s reign, after man has exhausted every means at 
his disposal to bring about a world peace and security, 
the Lord Jesus Christ will come and He alone will 
bring peace and happiness and prosperity to this poor 
old dying world which is today, in the very last throes 
of its desperate attempt to save itself without the 
Lord Jesus Christ. That is the first picture which we 
have of the course of the age. Then as we told you, 
the second one of these pictures is the tree vision of 
Nebuchadnezzar which we have in this fourth chapter. 
In this tree vision we saw Nebuchadnezzar having another 
dream. He saw a great tree with branches giving 
shelter to the beasts of the field and was the place 
where birds could find nesting places, and then a voice 
from Heaven commanded to hew down the tree, and it 
fell, and after seven years the stump again budded 
forth and became another tree. Just another picture 
of the same thing that we have in the second chapter 
of how the Gentile world power will increase and grow 
until it is cut down. We have an additional thing, here, 
however, in the fourth chapter, for we find that the 
tree that was cut down will ultimately be restored, 
teaching us that in the millennial age even the Gentile 
nations will own and acknowledge the Lord Jesus Christ 
and shall be saved. We have a third picture of the 
course of this age, found in the next chapter which we 
take up in due time, Belshazzar’s impious feast, when 
he took the vessels of the Lord from the temple of 
Jehovah and made merry with his king’s utensils and 
with his hosts, only to be stopped in the middle of a 
feast by a hand that came from Heaven writing his 
doom upon the walls of the dining hall. Then we have 
one other picture and that is found in Daniel 7, where 
Daniel sees the four beasts, the lion, the leopard, the 
bear, and then the indescribable monstrosity which runs 
parallel to the image that we found in chapter two. 


But now we want you to consider the vision of the 
tree in the fourth chapter of Daniel. It is one of the 
longest chapters in Daniel, and we shall not take the 
space to read it in its entirity but shall relate to you 
the more important features. Nebuchadnezzar, the one 
who had seen the vision of the great image in the second 
chapter, is still king in Babylon and Daniel is still 
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serving him there in the capacity of advisor. Then one 
night the king had another dream, a vision. He saw a 
great tree growing, which had attained gigantic dimen- 
sions that it overshadowed the entire earth. Under its 
branches the beasts of the field found shelter. In its 
branches the birds of the Heaven found a place for 
their nesting and for their protection. And then a very 
strange thing happened. Let me quote the verses of the 
record aS we have it in the fourth chapter of Daniel. 
Here ‘it is: 
“I saw in the visions of my head upon my bed, 
and behold, a watcher and an holy one came down 


from heaven; 

He cried aloud, and said thus, Hew down the 
free, and cut off his branches, shake off his leaves, 
and scatter his fruit: let the beasts get away from 
under it, and the fowls from his branches: 


Nevertheless leave the stump of his roots in the 
earth, even with a band of iron and brass, in the 
tender grass of the field; and let it be wet with the 
dew of heaven, and let his portion be with the beasts 


in the grass of the earth.” 


This is the account of the king himself in regard to 
the dream which he had dreamed. And then Daniel is 
called in after all the wise men and the soothsayers, the 
magicians and the astrologers of Babylon had failed 
to give any kind of an explanation and Daniel comes in 
with his interpretation. When the Lord shows Daniel 
the meaning of this particular dream, he is astounded 
and amazed and for a time is absolutely silent, seeking 
wisdom from on high how he may break the news of 
the judgment contained in this dream upon the king, 
Nebuchadnezzar. After his period of silence we have the 
record of Daniel’s interpretation as follows: 


“It is thou, O king, that art grown and become 
strong: for thy greatness is grown, and reacheth 
unto heaven, and thy dominion to the end of the 
earth. 
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This is the interpretation, O king, and this is the 
decree of the most High, which is come upon my 
lord the king: 

That they shall drive thee from men, and thy dwell- 
ing shall be with the beasts of the field, and they 
shall make thee to eat grass as oxen, and they shall 
wet thee with the dew of heaven, and seven times 
shall pass over thee, till thou know that the most 
High ruleth in the kingdom of men, and giveth 
it to whomsoever he will.” 

Now in studying this interpretation of the king’s 
dream, we must bear in mind that Daniel is, indeed, 
a prophecy, and while all of these accounts contain 
many, many valuable moral and ethical lessons which 
can be very profitable to us and which we should not 
overlook, nevertheless, the purpose of Daniel is_ to 
prophecy concerning the things which are to come. This, 
we remind you, was definitely stated by the Lord Jesus 
Christ in the gospel according to Matthew where He 
specifically reminds us that Daniel was a prophet. In 
the light of the prophetic nature of Daniel, Nebuchad- 
nezzar, the king of Babylon, is representative of world 


- government, not only in his particular time and age in 


which he lived, but is the representative of man’s effort 
at governing himself in every age of man’s dominion 
until the kingdom of the Lord Jesus Christ shall be set 
up. Just as Nebuchadnezzar succeeded in conquering 
the entire world and uniting them all under one great 
Babylonian system of government, so too the Bible 


tells us that toward the end of this age there will, 


emerge a world government, a world federation of nations 
under one federal headship which shall guarantee unto 
man, a man-made prosperity, when war shall cease, 
there will be no poverty, no strife, no disagreement, 
but the Utopia of man’s dreams, the millennium of 
man’s making shall find its fulfillment. When that 
time comes, then like Nebuchadnezzar, the pride of man 
will reach its very apex. Man will imagine that he him- 
self has brought about all of this wonderful achievement 
and accomplishment through education, science, human 
wisdom, without acknowledging the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The Bible is filled with descriptions of this end time world 
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federation when man shall have reached the very 
pinnacle of human success only to find that it is a paper 
house of dreams, that it cannot stand, that until Christ 
reigns, there can be no lasting peace, there can be no 
success, by the efforts of man alone. Man, like Nebuchad- 
nezzar, will be walking upon the house-top of his own 
accomplishments and viewing all that he has made, say- 
ing, “Is not this the great Babylon that I have built?” 
But just the very moment when man dreams that he 
has accomplished his desired purpose will be the 
signal for the coming again of the rightful owner and 
the rightful Governor, even the Lord Jesus Christ. He 
will shout from the air and take His church into Heaven 
with Himself, and then will follow a period of seven 
years of tribulation which we may well call the madness, 
the folly, the insane madness of the nations of the 
earth. Nebuchadnezzar became mad for seven long years 
during which he was with the beasts of the field, living 
like an animal and the kingdom of Babylon was without 
his leadership. This is typical, and prophetic. of that 
seven-year period of time between the rapture of the 
church and His second coming again, during which 
God is going to remove all restraints, permit the anti- 
christ to have free reign, and man will succeed in almost 
annihilating himself were it not for the sudden inter- 
vention of the Lord Himself. And so the voice that came 
from Heaven and commanded that the tree representing 
Nebuchadnezzar, the king, be hewn down and cut to 
the ground, is a picture of the coming of the Lord who 
will cause the nations to become stark mad in their 
insane delusion of self-achievement and self-grandeur 
and then will follow the seven years of greatest con- 
fusion which the world has ever known. 


THE END IS NEAR 


We believe that the time of the cutting down of this 
great tree of world power is very, very near at hand. We 
are today experiencing as never before an effort on the 
part of man’s sincere efforts, well-meaning efforts, 
to bring about some kind of a negotiation, some kind of 
an understanding, some kind of a union and federation 
of the nations of the world that will forever guarantee 
the security of the inhabitants of this earth, and will 
increase the prosperity and bring to an end the wars 
that have devastated this world since time began. And 
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we say this, not critically, but we say it sadly, that in 
all of these deliberations we hear little or nothing of 
God. There is no acknowledgment of the God of Heaven, 
whatsoever, and so we believe that in the end time, 
after man has reached the very pinnacle of his own 
effort and achievement, the Lord Jesus Christ is going 
to come beck again, to destroy the wicked nations 
of the world, and set up His glorious and wonderful 
millennial kingdom of peace under the leadership of the 
only King of Heaven and of earth, even the King of 
Glory, the Lord Jesus Christ. You have probably noticed 
in the reading of the passages from Daniel 4, that the 
purpose of all this was that Nebuchadnezzar might learn 


to know that God is still the King of Heaven, that God 
is still on the Throne. And the purpose of God judging 
the nations, judging the world, which we believe to be 
in the very near future, will be that man may learn to 
know that without God everything must fail, and that 
God is still the King of Heaven and of earth. In our next 
message we shall talk about the conversion of the Gentiles 


at the coming of the Lord Jesus Christ as indicated by 
the conversion of Nebuchadnezzar the king, after his 


seven years of madness. 


CHAPTER TWO 


“Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise and extol and 
honour the King of heaven, all whose works are 
truth, and his, ways judgment: and those that walk 
in pride he is able to abase.” Daniel 4:37 


These are the concluding words of the testimony of 
the king of Babylon, Nebuchadnezzar, after his con- 
version. You will recall he had seen a great tree grow- 
ing until its shadow covered the entire earth, giving 
shelter to the beasts of the field, and the birds of the 
heaven. Then he had seen a watcher, a holy one coming 
down from heaven, and giving the order and the instruc- 
tion to cut down the tree, with this provision—that the 
stump and roots be allowed to remain in the ground. 
The king was greatly disturbed and after all his magicians 
and astrologers and soothsayers were unable to give 
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him the interpretation, Daniel was called in and told 
the king that this tree represented the king himself, 
and as the king represented the kingdom, it also rep- 
resented the kingdom of Babylon; and that because of 
his pride God would take him out of his seat of dominion, 
would cause him to be mad, insane, for a period of seven 
years during which he would make his habitation with 


the beasts of the field.

Now this fourth chapter of Daniel contains the record, 
the words of the king, Nebuchadnezzar himself, as to 
the details of his conversion. We are happy to have this 
record of the conversion of this wicked king, not only 
because of its moral and ethical instruction but also 
because of its prophetic significance. We have often 
pointed out that Babylon represents the kingdoms of this 
world, the kingdoms of men without the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the King of Kings. As such, Nebuchadnezzar re- 
presented the course of the history of the nations until 
at the end-time after man’s day has run its course, they 
shall be lifted up with pride at their own achievements, 
imagining, foolishly imagining, that they have finally 
brought about the Utopic condition of world security 
and world peace, world prosperity, and then God is going 
to come and strike down the world powers and set up 
His own King, the Lord Jesus Christ, upon the throne 
and He shall reign forever and forever. 


In our previous message which you will remember, 
we tried to trace the history of man’s rule upon the 
earth up until the coming of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The thing to remember is that Nebuchadnezzar was 
stricken with this madness for a period of exactly SEVEN 
YEARS which we believe to be prophetic of the seven 
years of tribulation, between the rapture of the church 
and the second coming of the Lord Jesus. This seven 
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year period is called “Tribulation,” “The Day of Jacob’s 
Trouble,” “The Day of God’s Indignation.” It will be 
characterized by the madness of the nations who will 
seek to set up a kingdom in opposition to everything 
that is Godly, and Christian, under the leadership of the 
man of sin, the personal Antichrist, who will seek to 
de-throne the Lord Jesus Christ and set up his reign 
of terror in opposition to the reign of peace promised 
to all the prophets and to those who believe His Word. 
One of these days the Lord Jesus Christ will return to 
this earth again, but first He will come and shout from 
the air and take out the church, his Body, together with 
all the Old Testament saints and when they have been 
safely removed from the earth, He will usher in a 
period of tribulation, persecution, suffering and death 
and pestilence and famine and earthquakes and all sorts 
of judgment which shall threaten to annihilate man 
from the face of the earth except for the fact that God 
will shorten these days for the sake of His elect people 
Israel. Then at the end of seven years of this terrible 
tribulation the Lord will come. This is represented by 
the watcher, the Holy One, who comes down from heaven 
in Nebuchadnezzar’s dream and causes the axe to be 
laid to the tree. It is the same as the stone cut without 
hands out of the mountain in Daniel, chapter two which 
smites the image of Nebuchadnezzar, the same thing as 
the tree vision in chapter four. The stone itself becomes 
so large that it fills the entire earth. All of these accounts 
tell us that man’s day will come to an end, that man’s 
effort to set up an ideal world peace and world govern- 
ment without acknowledging the Lord Jesus Christ must 
come to a bitter and dismal end. Then the Lord Jesus 
coming with His church will set up the long-promised 
kingdom of the Messiah, promised by the prophets and 
the seers of old to His faithful people. 


WORLD CONVERSION AT THE COMING OF CHRIST 


There is one little detail given in this fourth ch 
ee which is very often overlooked. You See. 
call that when this Holy One, this watcher from heaven, 
eee that the tree was to be cut down that a very 

efinite instruction was given, that the stump of the 
tree and its roots should be left in the ground and at 
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the end of the seven years this stump was to sprout 
again, representing of course first of all the fact that 
Nebuchadnezzar would be restored when he acknowledged 
the King of Heaven, and was converted. All this came 
to pass historically. But prophetically this stump means 
that after the seven years of the madness of the nations 
in the tribulation, the Gentile nations too will be converted 
and while Israel will be restored in the land, these 
Gentile nations will occupy the countries of the world, 
acknowledge the Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour, and 
every knee shall bow to Him and every tongue confess 
that Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory of God the Father. 


The fact that Nebuchadnezzar was not eonverted until 
AFTER the seven years of madness and the stump of 
the tree did not sprout again until AFTER it had been 
cut down for a period of time is of such great importance 
that we must insist upon your eareful study of this 
important truth because upon it depends the proper 
attitude toward the program of God in this dispensation. 
There are those who tell us that during this present 
dispensation, before the setting up of the kingdom, before 
the coming of the Lord Jesus Christ, the world is going 
to be converted by the influence of the social gospel, 
by the preaching of the church, by education, refor- 
mation, legislation and scientific development man will 
finally learn his lesson, will accept the gospel, all will 
be converted and the world will be ushered into an age 
of peace and joy and happiness and prosperity and 
freedom from war and want and from poverty, and 
THEN at the end of that period of time the Lord will 
come again to judge the quick and the dead and to usher 
in eternity. Then there is another school which teaches 
quite the opposite; that this world will not become 
better and better but rather according to the testimony 
of the Word of God, worse and worse until it seems that 
it will ultimately destroy itself, but before this happens 
the Lord Jesus will return, take out His church, then 
allow the seven years of tribulation, represented by 
the seven years of madness of Nebuchadnezzar, at the 
end of which He will return WITH His church, destroy 
His enemy, the nations shall be converted, Israel shall 
be restored to the land, and then the Millennial rest and 
peace of one thousand years will be ushered in. 
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OF VITAL IMPORTANCE 


These are, generally speaking, the two schools _of 
thought in regard to the return of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
These are called the Post-millennial and the Pre-millennial 
Schools, there is a Third of more recent origin called 
the A-millennial to which we will give no time or attention 
at all because it is so far-fetched and so utterly im- 
practical that we have no time even to discuss it with 
you. However, because of the wide-spread acceptance 
of the Post-millennial we must give just a little time to 
that particular subject because it is held by such a 
large segment of Christendom today. 


TWO SCHOOLS OF THOUGHT 


Against the post-millennial theory of the return of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, there are two very serious objec- 
tions. Before we take up these two objections, let me 
just give you the meaning in just a few words again 
of the word, “Post-millennial.” The word, post-millennial, 


comes from three Latin words, “post” and “mille” and 
“annum.” Post means after; mille means one thousand; 
and annum means years. So we have the meaning of it, 
“After the thousand years.” The post-millennialists then 
teach that the Lord Jesus will not return until after the 
one thousand years of millennial peace and prosperity. 
As we said a moment ago, there are two serious objections 
to this particular view. The first is that it is not Scriptur- 
al. There is not one shred of evidence in the entire Bible 
to support the theory that the world will become better 
and better, morally, ethically, or in any other way until 
man has reached perfection and all men shall acknowl- 
edge the Lord Jesus Christ, and then after that the 
Lord is to come. To the contrary, as we shall show when 
we talk about the pre-millennial view, Scripture abounds 
with statements showing us that this age will degenerate 
consistently until at last it seems all hope for man- 
kind is gone and then the Lord Himself is going to 
step in and take a hand in the affairs of men. The 
second objection which we raise to the post-millennial 
view is that it is not borne out by the facts of history. 
After six thousand years of man’s rule and all his 
attempts to produce a government that shall be the 
ideal universal government for all men, he finds him- 
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self today in greater straits than ever before. He has 
tried everything conceivable; the highest and the best 
educated men of all ages have sought an answer to 
the problem of war and of national disagreement only 
to find themselves today at greater odds and disagree- 
ments than at any other time of human history. Until 
the human heart is changed, until human nature is 
different, until men, accept the Lord Jesus Christ as 
their personal Saviour and the only hope for this world, 
there can be no progress. After six thousand years of 
human effort we have experienced within a generation 
two of the greatest, the costliest of all the wars of 
history. Man has succeeded in developing instruments 
of destruction and death such as were not dreamed of 
only a generation ago. Today, in this atomic age, we are 
told that we are just beginning in the development of 
modern warfare. Not only is it true in the matter of 
international relationship, but in the moral realm, in 
the domestic realm, in the religious realm, the same 
thing is true. There are more crimes being committed, 
there is more wickedness, drunkeness and immorality, 
the divorce rate is higher than ever in the history of 
the world, while the birthrate is decreasing. Among the 
more civilized there is more violence and corruption 
on every hand than the world has ever seen before. 
Every fact of history refutes the idea that the world 
will become better morally, economically, socially, in 
its relationship between men and nations and religion. 


THE PRE-MILLENNIAL TEACHING 


Now place against this Post-millennial theory the teach- 
ing of the Word of God and we will find that it teaches 
not a post-millennial but a pre-millennial return of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. The word, pre-millennial, simply means 
in its simplest form, before the thousand years, and it 
teaches that this world will according to the foreknowl- 
edge and program of God continue in its wickedness, 
in its own self-destruction, until finally the Lord will 
come in and rescue the church and the world and His 
people from complete annihilation and then through 
His coming and His personal presence He will set up 
the kingdom long promised to the seers of old. According 
to this teaching we believe that things will continue to 
become worse and worse and worse. With all of the talk 
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and development, all of the dreams of man- 
kind in regard to the freedom and the securities of the 
nations and the peoples, all these things will ultimately 
fail until the Lord Jesus Christ is acknowledged. rae 
ber that we are talking about the fourth chapter 0 

Daniel where Nebuchadnezzar was kept in his madness 
until he acknowledge the God of heaven and recognized 
Him as the King over all and then his kingdom was 
restored. And so we believe that it 1s according to the 
testimony of Scripture that this age will continue its 
downward course while the Lord calls out a people for 
His Name, to constitute the bride which shall be taken 
out before the tribulation period. In answer to the 
question of the disciples in the 24th chapter of _the 
gospel through Matthew, Jesus gives a long list of signs 
which shall be indicative of the end of this age and 
they certainly are not signs of improvement and develop- 


of progress 


ment but they are signs of degeneration. He mentions 
among others the false christs that shall come and the 
wars and the rumors of wars and the famines and pesti- 
lences and earthquakes in divers places, and then the anti- 


racial attitude of many nations and the infidelity of 
friends and false prophets. Certainly this 1s not a picture 
of the world becoming better and better toward the end 
but rather becoming worse and worse. In 1st Timothy, 


chapter four, we read: 


“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the 
latter times some shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; 

Speaking lies in hypocrisy; havng their conscience 
seared with a hot iron:” I Tim. 4:12 

This certainly is not a picture of a world that is be- 


coming better and better, but rather one that is con- 
stantly degenerating. In 2nd Timothy, chapter three, 


we read: 
“This know also, that in the last days perilous 
times shall come. 
For men shall be lovers of their own selves, 
covetous, boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobedient 
to parents, unthankful, unholy, 
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Without natural affection, trucebreakers, false ac- 
cusers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of those that 
are good, 


Traitors, heady, highminded, lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God; 


Having a form of godliness, but denying the power 
thereof.” II Tim. 3:1-5 


We might go on and on in quoting passage after 
passage to indicate that God has truly revealed through 
His prophets that this world will become worse and 
worse under man’s rule and will not become better 
and better, until at last the Lord Jesus Christ Himself 
shall step in and take the reins of government. 


GOD’S PROGRAM FOR THIS AGE 


What the Lord, therefore, is doing during this dis- 
pensation is not the wholesale conversion of the world. 
Instead, He is through the preaching of the gospel 
gathering out a select number called the BODY of the 
Lord Jesus Christ,—those who believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and are saved and numbered among the members 
of the body of the Lord Jesus. When the Lord Jesus 
comes to take this body out, the dead in Christ shall 
rise first, the living believers shall be caught up with 
them into the clouds to meet the Lord in the air. Then 
after the seven years of tribulation we will have the 
setting up of the millennial kingdom and then the con- 
version of the world, and all the Gentiles shall learn to 
know the Lord Jesus Christ when the knowledge of the 
Lord shall cover the earth as the waters cover the sea. 
Probably no clearer passage of Scriptures on this sub- 
ject can be found than the 15th chapter of the book of 
Acts, where the apostles had come together in order 
to talk about the message of grace going to the Gentile 
peoples of that age. Here it is given very, very clearly. 


“Simeon hath declared how God af the first did 
visit the Gentiles, to take out of them a people 
for his name. 

And to this agree the words of the prophets; as 
if is written, 
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After this I will retucn, and will build again the 
tabernacles of David, which is fallen down; and 
1 will build again the ruins thereof, and I will set 
it up: 

That the residue of men might seek ajter the Lord, 
and all the Gentiles, upon whom my name its called,

CHAPTER THREE 
THE RISE AND FALL OF BABYLON 


“Belshazzar the king made a great feast to a 
thousand of his lords, and drank wine before the 
thousand. 


Belshazzar, whiles he tasted the wine, commanded 
to bring the golden and silver vessels which his 
father Nebuchadnezzar had taken out of the temple 
which was in Jerusalem; that the king, and his 
princes, his wives, and his concubines, might drink 
therein. 


In the same hour came forth fingers of a man’s 
hand, and wrote over against the candlestick upon 
the plaister of the wall of the king’s palace: and the 
king saw the part of the hand that wrote. 


The king cried aloud to bring in the astrologers, 
the Caldeans, and the soothsayers. And the king 
spake, and said to the wise men of Babylon, who- 
sover shall read this writing, and shew me the 
interpretation thereof, shall be clothed with scarlet, 
and have a chain of gold about his neck, and shall 
be the third ruler in the kingdom. 


Then came in all the king’s wise men: but they 
could not read the writing, nor make known to the 
king the interpretation thereof. 


Then was Daniel brought in before the king.

Then Daniel answered and said before the king, 
Let thy gifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards 
to another; yet I will read the writing unto he king, 
and make known to him the interpretation.” 
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is fifth chapter of Daniel records the downfall of 
ic great inedom of Nebuchadnezzar, the kingdom of 
Babylon. This record as we have it in Daniel chapter 5 
has been abundantly confirmed by_ secular history as 
well. We have already seen that in Daniel we have four 
pictures of the course of Gentile world dominion. One 
we saw in the second chapter in the great image of 
the dream of Nebuchadnezzar; the second one that we 
saw was the dream of Nebuchadnezzar concerning the 
great tree that covered the earth but was cut down; then 
we have in this chapter Belshazzar’s impious feast and 
the sudden judgment of God upon the nation of Babylon 
as the Medes and the Persians took over. We have one 
more that we shall take up later on—the vision of the 
four beasts in Daniel chapter 7, 8, and 9. Now all the 
these four pictures give us a wonderful, harmonious, 
prophetic vision of the course of time from the time of 
Judah’s captivity until the time of Israel’s restoration 
in the Millennial Kingdom, from the time of Nebuchadnez- 
zar and the height of Babylonian power until the down- 
fall of the nation’s godless attempt to set up an ideal 
world kingdom without the Lord Jesus Christ, the King 


of Kings. All of the world’s history was foreknown by 
the Almighty and follows a definite pattern which God 
Himself foreknew and has laid down in utmost detail 
in the books of the Bible, not only in Daniel, but in all 
prophetic revelation. 


We have continually been reminding you of the fact 
that Babylon tepresents more than a physical kingdom. 
Babylonianism is a system, an anti-Christian, anti-God 
system of man’s endeavor to dethrone Almighty God and 
to bring about upon this world, an ideal Utopic king- 
dom and federation which shall not need the direction and 
the revelation of God in any sense whatsoever, and while 
Babylonianism assumes various forms, under Nimrod way 
back in the 11th chapter of Genesis, and then under the 
Egyptian form, the Babylonian, the Persian, the Grecian, 
the Roman form; the spirit of Babylonianism is always 
the same and never changes, and at the end time, just 
before the return of the Lord Jesus Christ, a man will 
arise of whom Nimrod and Nebuchadnezzar and Alexander 
the Great and many others, were only types. This man 
will be a super-man, half demon and half human, the 
anti-christ, the man of sin, who will succeed for a very 
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brief time in bringing about that which Nimrod and all 
of his successors failed to bring about—a world union, 
a world commonwealth, that shall promise all the ideals 
that man has been striving for throughout the millenniams 
of his past history, but just when this man of sin seems 
to have reached the very acme and the pinnacle of his 
success, the Lord Jesus Christ will come in judgment 
and destroy man’s anti-Christian system and set up upon 
this earth, His own kingdom of prosperity and peace and 
righteousness, and reign for ever and forever. Now, we 
have a number of pictures throughout the Scriptures 
which give this wonderful revelation. We have already 
reminded you that the tree vision of Nebuchadnezzar and 
the image of Nebuchadnezzar are all pictures, but prob- 
ably the most graphic and the most descriptive of them 
all is this story of Belshazzar and his great drunken 
feast in the palace of Babylon, and the sudden judgment 
of God as the Medes and the Persians captured the city 
on the very night of this great debauch. This chapter 
should be read in connection with chapter 16 and 17 and 
18, of the book of the Revelation where we have the 
description of the final fall and doom of Babylonianism 
and the restored Babylonian system during the tribu- 
lation period of which this chapter in Daniel is a type and 
a shadow, and a prophecy. 


BABYLONIANISM FOLLOWS SAME PATTERN 


In studying the various types of Babylonianism through 
the Scripture, beginning with Nimrod’s kingdom in the 
10th and 11th chapters of Genesis, we find that it always 
follows the same identical pattern. We may sum up the 
pattern of anti-Christian Babylonianism under three 
words. First, FEDERATION; second, DESECRATION; 
and finally, FRUSTRATION. The first attempt is to set 
up a world-wide kingdom under one particular head or 
nation who will dominate all the governments of the 
world. When this has been partly achieved, we find that 
it results in desecration, a denial of God, a denial of His 
Word, a denial of all things that are sacred; and then as 
the judgment of God falls upon them, we have the third 
stage, the frustration of all man’s plans and the fulfill- 
ment of the plan of Almighty God. This is most graphi- 
cally illustrated in this fifth chapter of Daniel in the 
history of Belshazzar. Under his father, Nebuchadnezzar, 
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and also under him, Babylon had attained the very pin- 
nacle of its power; it had conquered all the known kings 
of the world, and had succeeded in bringing them under 
the domination and under the government of the Baby- 
lonian empire. But as a result of this, being lifted up with 
pride, they began to desecrate the holy things of the 
Lord. It is well in studying the fifth chapter of Daniel 
to remember one very outstanding truth, and that is that 
the judgment of God fell upon Belshazzar and upon the 
kingdom of Babylon as a direct result of one act on the 
part of the wicked king, and that one act was that he 
reached out and touched the holy things of God. We are 
told repeatedly in the second verse and the third verse, 
and again in the 28rd verse that the occasion for the 
judgment of God was that Belshazzar commanded to 
bring—now listen—the golden and silver vessels which 
his father, Nebuchadnezzar, had taken out of the temple 
which was in Jerusalem, that the king and his princes 
and his wives, and so forth, might drink therein. The 
crowning desecration that brought forth the displeasure 
of God and the judgment that fell upon Babylon was be- 
cause he stretched forth his hand and touched the things 
which God has declared holy, which God has consecrated. 
He desecrated these things, and the cup of iniquity was 
full, and as a result judgment fell upon the wicked king 
and his kingdom. While this fifth chapter of Daniel with 
‘ts record of Belshazzar’s wicked feast and the writing 
on the wall, and the interpretation of Daniel contain 
many, many. moral and valuable instructions for our 
everyday living, we must remember that Daniel is 
primarily a prophetic book, and I want to repeat because 
of its tremendous importance, that we must remember 
that the occasion for the judgment of God upon this 
Babylonian king was that he stretched forth his hand 
and touched the holy things of the Lord, the vessels of 
gold and of silver out of the temple in Jerusalem, in 
Judea, in the land of Palestine, the Holy Land. These 
things which had been given by God, consecrated by God 
for a very definite purpose, this wicked Gentile king, 
desecrated, and, as a result, God comes with His dire 
judgment upon him. 


AN INTERESTING STORY 


The fifth chapter of Daniel makes very interesting 
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reading. It has been a favorite in all ages past. 
Belshazzar, the king, made a tremendous feast. It 
was a drunken debauch, a drunken party, to which he 
had invited a thousand of the nobles, the big wigs of the 
kingdom of Babylon. Significantly, Daniel is not present. 
Undoubtedly he had been invited, for we are told that 
his father, (that is, Belshazzar’s father,) Nebuchadnezzar, 
had elevated Daniel to the second place in the kingdom. 
He was among the nobility and ruled over a greater part 
of the kingdom of Babylon. Undoubtedly, therefore, he 
had been invited, but Daniel, maintaining his position of 
absolute separation from the world while he was in the 
world, refused to be present at the impious feast of 
Belshazzar. During the feast the fingers of a man’s 
hand appear out of apparantly nowhere, and begin 
writing upon the wall of the great banquet hall in which 
the feast was being carried on. Now the writing was in 
an unknown language, and the king was unable to in- 
terpret the writing upon the wall. As a result he calls 
in all the magicians and the soothsayers and the astrol- 
ogers which had failed before, and failed his father 
Nebuchadnezzar, had failed him, and they were unable 
to give him any light whatsoever. Then the widowed 
queen, the wife of Belshazzar’s father, Nebuchadnezzar, 
eomes into the banqueting hall. I am glad to note here 
too, that evidently she was not present at this party, at 
this debauching, and this desecration of the holy things 
of God. But, when she hears about the incident, she 
comes in, tells the king about Daniel and the service he 
had rendered to her husband, Belshazzar’s father, in 
days gone by, with the assurance that he would be able 
to give the king the interpretation. So Daniel is brought 
in and is given a great offer of riches and wealth :nd 
position which Daniel turns down, and says, let these 
gifts be to someone else, but I will tell the king the in- 
terpretation of this writing upon the wall. Then Daniel 
begins the interpretation, and putting it as simply as 
we possibly can, the words “Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin,” 
as found in the 25th verse of Daniel 5, meant merely this, 
MENE, God hath numbered thy kingdom and finished 
it, because you have reached out your hand and touched 
things that God has consecrated, declared holy, the end 
of your kingdom has come, The meaning of the word 
TEKEL, thou are weighed in the balances and art 
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found wanting. In addition to the destruction of the 
kingdom, there is a personal judgment which is falling 
upon the king himself. While you notice the word Mene 
has to do with kingdom, the word Tekel has to do with 
the king personally. THOU art weighed and art found 
wanting. The word PERES, another form of the word 
UPHARSIN, found in the 25th verse, Thy kingdom is 
divided and given to the Medes and the Persians. Then 
we have the brief record at the close of the chapter 
that that very same night the king was slain and the 
kingdom taken away from him. Now history tells us, 
secular history, that Babylon was built across the river 
Euphrates, had a great wall which made it almost im- 
possible for a conqueror to make any impression upon 
it, a great moat ran around the wall, and inside they 
felt absolutely secure. The river Euphrates with its 
moat around the city made it seem that no enemy could 
possibly take the kingdom. But the Medes and the 
Persians under their leader, had diverted the course of 
the river Euphrates into the moat, possibly, around the 
city, causing the river bed itself that flowed through 
Babylon, to become absolutely dry, and having dried up 
the river, the army was able to march underneath the 
wall and take them by surprise while the king and all 
his leaders and captains were insensible in their drunken 


debauch. 
BABYLONIANISM REVIVED 


This is the end of the Biblical record of the kingdom 
of Babylon as it existed under Nebuchadnezzar and under 
his son Belshazzar. But the spirit of Babylon, we have 
reminded you, continues to live on, and never dies, until 
the Lord Jesus Christ Himself comes to annihilate it 
forever and forever. We find the spirit and the program 
of Babylonianism carried on just as zealously as before, 
under the Medes and the Persians, and later on under 
the Grecian form of Gentile world dominion. Then under 
the Roman Empire, and at the end of this age it will 
reach its height and its pinnacle under the man of sin, 
the antichrist. At the close of this dispensation, and we 
believe it will be very soon, the Lord Jesus Christ is 
going to take out from this world all of His elect 
members of the body of the Lord Jesus Christ. After 
they are gone, there will arise on the scene a man who 
will be the anti-type of king Belshazzar who will once 
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re seek to bring together all the nations of the world 
in. a Babylonian, | anti-religious, anti-Christian system 
of political power. He will seek to federate all the nations 
of the world, and it will seem that he will succeed for a 
time, but his mistake too, will be that he will stretch 
forth his hand to touch the holy things of God. He will 
seek to conquer the Holy Land which God gave. to 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob as an everlasting possession. 
He will stretch forth his hand to touch God’s holy 
covenant people, the nation of Israel, and as in the case 
of Belshazzar, it was the occasion for the sending forth 
of the judgment of Almighty God. So too, when, after 
the church has been taken out, the antichrist, after having 
brought together the nations of the world in a temporary 
peace and prosperity, will stretch forth his hand to touch 
the Promised Land, that he may conquer that whic 
‘God gave by covenant promise to only one nation, the 
nation of Israel, and will begin persecuting God’s ancient 
covenant people. This will be the signal for the coming 
of the Lord Jesus Christ and the destruction of Baby- 
lonianism. As we mentioned before we have the record 
of all this given very graphically, a fulfillment of the 
fifth chapter of Daniel, in the 16th, 17th, and_ 18t: 
chapters of the book of the Revelation of Jesus Christ, 
where we have given in great detail, the history 0 
Babylonianism in its final form, under its final head, 
the antichrist, and its complete and ultimate destruction 
when the Lord Jesus Christ comes. Now this record an 
Revelation 16, 17, and 18, is the anti-type, the fulfill- 
ment of that which was taught by the smiting of the 
image of Nebuchalnezzar, by a great stone from heaven 
in Daniel 2, by the cutting down of the tree in the tree 
vision of Daniel chapter 4, and by the fall of Babylon so 
graphically given in Daniel 5, the chapter which we are 
studying at this particular time. 


re in the world at this very moment, a great 
numiser of ‘movements which seem to indicate beyond a 
shadow of doubt that the time of the reviving of Baby: 
lonianism in the world is very, very near at hand. AN 
eyes are centered upon one little land today, situate 
at the eastern end of the Mediterranean Sea, which is 
best known to us as the Holy Land, the Promised Land, 
the land of Palestine, the ancient land of Israel, an 
the land of Canaan.

holy Land, and His sacred program.

And it is the record of history 
indelibly written, that any nation which has ever per- 
secuted God’s ancient people, Israel, and has captured 
the Holy Land which belongs to this covenant people, 


has always suffered the wrath and the judgment of 
Almighty God, and so it will be even unto the ond. 


Now before taking up the Biblical account of God’s 
purpose for the land of Palestine, and for His ancient 
people, Israel, I want it thoroughly understood, that 
what I have to say is not in criticism of what any of 
the nations of the world are doing today. It is not my 
business to criticize or to find fault, but rather in a 
positive and in a constructive way to set before you the 
program as _ it is outlined in the Word of God; the 
solution of the problem of the middle east today, as it 
is given beyond a shadow of doubt in the words of 
prophecy. God has not left us in darkness, and if the 
leaders of the nations today would turn to the Word of 
God and the words of the prophets they would have in 
a moment the solution to the problem which has been 
vexing the nations throughout all these centuries and 
millenniums as regards this little parcel of land which 
we call the Holy Land, a small section of land, com- 
prising a territory only one-fourth as big as the entire 
state of Ohio, no larger than New Hampshire or Vermont 
and yet it has been the very nub of controversy and of 
bloody strife and revolution throughout all the ages 
Today, right at this season we are more than ever re- 
minded of the importance of this land of Palestine, the 
Holy Land. Once a year all of Christendom celebrates 
the birth of a man who was born in a stable, laid in a 
manger, in this little land of the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean. It was there where the Prince of Peace 
the Lord Jesus Christ, came, where He taught where 
He suffered, where He was crucified, and died, where 
He was buried, where He arose again, from which He 
ascended into heaven, and to which according to prophecy 
He will return again when He comes to take the king- 
doms of the world and to make them His very own. But 
not only once a year is this land in the headlines but 
every day in the year we read in our papers and hear 
the reports over. the radio, of the difficulties and the 
problems of the Holy Land, the Land of Palestine. We 
are led to ask WHY? WHY? All this commotion about 
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a small piece of land which we could tuck away three 
times over in Lake Michigan alone, and yet which is 
more important apparently to the peace of this world 
than any other problem which is before the nations 
today. We want you to consider, therefore, very care- 
fully some of the things that we shall point out as 
revealed in the Word of God. 


The program of God centers about one people and one 
land as far as the governments of this world are con- 
cerned. That one people is ealled “Israel,” and that one 
land is called in Scripture, the land of Palestine, the land 
of Canaan, the Promised Land, and the Glorious Land. 
Israel is the nation composed of the natural descendants 
of Abraham through Isaac and through Jacob and his 
twelve sons. The land is that parcel of ground located 
in Mesopotamia, comprising a section of land according 
to the original grant given to Abraham, from the River 
Nile to the River Euphrates, and bounded on the west 
by the Mediterranean Sea. In history Israel only possessed 
a very small part of this land, the part known as 
Palestine, but in prophecy the Lord has promised the 
entire country to them for an everlasting possession. 
These two, the people of Israel and the land of Israel, 
were included in the covenant which God made with 
Abraham when He called him out of the Ur of the 
Chaldeas. It was a covenant of grace that God made 
with Abraham. Now remember, a covenant of grace is a 
covenant which God makes with Himself in the interest 
of another. A covenant of grace is always an unconditional 
covenant, and depends for its complete fulfillment upon 
the faithfulness of God alone and is in no way dependent 
upon the faithfulness or behaviour of men FOR WHOM 
the covenant has been made. There are no “ifs” in the 
covenant of grace. The moment a single condition is 
added which man must fulfill, it ceases to be of grace 
and becomes immediately a covenant of works. This 
covenant of grace occupies a large part of the record 
of the life of Abraham. God repeated it seven times to 
Abraham alone. Then repeated it again to Isaac, and 
then to Jacob, and then to Moses. Later to David and 


to Solomon, and again and again to the children of 


Israel through the prophets. We shall study just a few 
of them in the time that we have. 
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“Now the Lord had said unto Abram, Get thee out 
of thy country, and from thy kindred, and from 
thy father’s house, unto a land that I will shew thee: 
And I will make of thee a great nation, and I will 
bless thee, and make thy name great; and thou 
shalt be a blessing:” Genesis 12:1-2 


Notice two things about this covenant of Grace which 
God made with Abraham. First, God does it all. There 
are no conditions on the part of Abraham, except to 
believe God in that which He promises to do. God says, 
“T WILL shew thee the land.” He says, “I WILL make 
thee a great nation.” He says, “I WILL bless thee.” 
God does it, you will notice, all because it is a covenant 
of grace, and independent of anything which Abram is 
to do. 

Secondly, notice that the covenant has to do with a 
land. He says, Go unto a land that I will shew thee. 
And then notice, too, that it has to do with a seed, for 
He says, I will make of thee a great nation. The two 
objects of the covenant of God’s grace made to Abraham 
are a PEOPLE and the LAND which this people are 
to possess. No matter where you pick up the line of the 
covenant, it is always with reference to the land and 
the people of this land. Israel and the land are forever 
inseparable, and are inseparably associated from the 
very first. Please. bear these two words in mind, Israel 
and the land of Palestine. They are inseparable. Notice 
in this connection the following quotation from Genesis 
18, and verse 14: 


“And the Lord said unto Abram, after that Lot 
was separated from him, Lift up now thine eyes, 
and look from the place where thou art northward, 
and southward, and eastward, and westward; 

For all the LAND which thou seest, to thee will I 
give it, and to thy SEED forever. 

And I will make thy SEED as the dust of the 
earth . .. Arise, walk through the LAND in the 
length of it and in the breadth of it; for I will 
give it unto thee.” Genesis 13:14-17 
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Then in Genesis 15:18 we read: 


“In the same day the Lord made a covenant with 
Abram, saying, Unto THY SEED HAVE I GI VEN 
THIS LAND, from the river of Egypt unto the 


great river, the river Euphrates.” — 


In this passage we have God giving to Abraham 


the boundaries of the land which his seed was to possess. 
It includes far more than is usually considered when 
we speak of the land of Palestine, yet God promised all 
this land to Abraham and his seed, and therefore the 
promise must still lie in the future. The prophecies of 
the Old and New Testament both assert that this 


glorious 


time when Israel shall return to the land and 
possess all of it is very near at hand. Now notice 


Genesis 17: verse 4 
“As for me, behold, my covenant is with thee, and 
thou shalt be a father of many nations. 
And I will establish my covenant between me and 


thee and thy seed after thee in their generations for 
an everlasting covenant, to be a God unto thee, 


and to thy seed after thee. 
And I will give unto thee, and to thy seed ajter 


thee, the land wherein thou art a_ stranger, all 
the land of Canaan, for an everlasting possession; 


and I will be their God.” Genesis 17:4, 7, 8 


In this re-affirmation of the covenant we have God 
giving the term during which the covenant shall last, 
and please notice, it was to be an everlasting covenant. 
Time and space prevents us from giving the many other 
passages where the covenant is re-stated and confirmed 
to Isaac, to Jacob, to Moses, to David, and through the 
Prophets, but in each case the same two elements are 


repeated and we repeat them. 


FIRST. It is all of grace. God does not promise this 
to Abraham on condition that his seed shall be found 
faithful. There are no “ifs” in this covenant anywhere. 
God knew what an unfaithful nation Israel would be 
during the days of the prophets and the kings and how 
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they would rebel and turn from God, and how they 
would reject God’s own Son when He came into the 
world, but all this could not in the least affect the 
covenant of grace which God made with them through 
Abraham. Because He, this 1s, God, could swear by no 


greater, He sware by Himself. 


Then notice SECONDLY. The covenant deals with 
just two things. The seed of Abraham, Israel, and the 
land of Palestine. Now four hundred years after God 
made this covenant with Abraham, He made another 
covenant with the seed of Abraham. It was made at 
Mt. Sinai and was the covenant of the Law and there- 
fore a covenant of works. Now a covenant of works 
depends upon the faithfulness of man for its blessing 
while the covenant of God’s grace depends on the faith- 
fulness of God. For this very reason a covenant of works 
always fails, while a covenant of grace can never fail. 
The moment the blessing depends on man’s behavior 
or faithfulness it immediately breaks down. Now God 
made a covenant of works, you remember with Adam in 
the garden of Eden and Adam failed. God made a covenant 
of works with Israel on Mt. Sinai and we know Israel 


failed. 


But God made a covenant of grace with Noah after 
the flood in which He promised that while the earth 
remaineth, seed time and harvest, cold and heat, and 
summer and winter, and day and night should not cease. 
That covenant has never failed. Now when the Israelites 
had come out of Egypt and were on their way to the 
land that God had promised through Abraham, He made 
a covenant of works with them at Sinai and said, “IF 
ye will obey. and if ye will keep my commandments, and 
If ye will serve Me, then I will bless you and prosper 
you, but if you will not do all these things, then I will 
curse you and drive you forth from the land until the 
time for your restoration.” See Leviticus 26:2 to 46, 
Deut. 29 and 30 and many other similar passages. 

In these passages God predicts and promises what 


He will do to Israel if they fail to keep the covenant of 


works. Listen to His words as recorded in Leviticus 26: 


“And if ye will not for all this hearken unto me, 
but walk contrary unto me; 
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Then I will walk contrary unto you also in fury; 
and I even L will chastise you seven times for 
your sins. And I will bring (now notice) the land 
into desolation: and your enemies which dwell there- 
in shall be astonished at it. 


(And now notice the prediction) And I will scatter 
you among the nations, and will draw out a sword 
after you: and your land shall be desolate, and 
your cities waste. And upon them that are left alive 
of you I will send a faintness into their hearts in 
the lands of their enemies; and the sound of a shaken 
leaf shall chase them: and they shall flee, as fleeing 
from a sword; and they shall fall when none pur- 


sueth.”” Leviticus 26:27, 28, 32, 33, 36 


Surely these words need no comment in the light of 
Israel’s history and her dispersion and in the light of 
the present devolopements throughout the world, and the 
racial unrest, the wave of racial animosity which is 
sweeping over the earth today. And so today the nation 
is out of the land because she failed, not because their 
God had failed. | 

GRACE STILL STANDS 


But all of the failures of the nation and all the years 
of her dispersion cannot break the covenant of grace 
which God made with Abraham, and after He has 
purified and chastened the nation He will fulfil every 
single promise of the Abrahamic covenant and bring 
Israel back and plant them. forever in their land and 
they shall never be pulled up out of the land anymore. 
Amos 9:15. Listen to the words of the Lord concerning 
this people in Amos 9:14-15 

“And I will bring again the captivity of my people 
of Israel, and they shall build the waste cities and 
inhabit them; and they shall plant vineyards, and 
drink the wine thereof; they shall also make gar- 
dens, and eat the fruit of them. 


AND I WILL PLANT THEM UPON THEIR 
LAND, AND THEY SHALE NO MORE BE 
PULLED UP OUT OF THEIR LAND WHICH I 
HAVE GIVEN THEM, SAITH THE LORD 
THY GOD.” Amos 9:14-15 
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“And yet for all that, when they be in the land 
of their enemies, I will not cast them away, neither 
will I abhor them, to destroy them utterly, and 
to break my covenant with them: for I am the Lord 
their God. 

But I will for their sakes remember the covenant 


of their ancestors, whom I brought forth out of 
the land of Egypt.” Leviticus 26:44-45 
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For if the inheritance be of the law, (that is, of 
works) it is no more of promise: but God gave it 
to Abraham by promise.” Galatians 3:17-18 


Now do not hurry over that passage. Notice what 
Paul says. He says that the law covenant which Israel 
failed to keep cannot set aside or disannul the covenant 
of promise which God made previously, so even though 
Israel fails under the law, God’s promise to Abraham 
concerning their everlasting possession of the Holy Land

still stands. 
THE LAND BELONGS TO ISRAEL 
It is as true today as it was in Abraham’s day that 


the land of Palestine belongs to Israel and no one else. 
God still considers the land as belonging to Abraham’s 


seed. In Leviticus 25:23 we read: 


“The land shall not be sold for ever: for the land 
is mine; for ye are strangers and sojourners with me.” 


This was before the law was given, written in Leviticus 
26: verses 44 and 45. Even though Israel breaks the 
covenant of works and must be punished and chastened 
because of it, it in no way affects God’s covenant of 
grace. Here is where the great _mass of Christians stumble. 
They imagine that because Israel had failed, God has 
forsaken them as a nation and God is all through with 
Israel and she will never go back to the land again, and 
the church has become spiritual Israel instead. All this

error results from a misunderstanding of grace. A cov- 


enant of grace cannot be broken because it depends upon 
the faithfulness of God and not upon man’s faithfulness. 
The enjoyment of that covenant of grace depends on 
man’s faithfulness, to be sure, but it can never affect 
God’s part in fulfilling it all. To teach, therefore, that 
Israel will not go back to the Holy Land as a nation 
and possess it forever as God’s earthly covenant people 
and to teach the church now has taken Israel’s place is 
to reveal ignorance of the basic meaning of grace, for 


God’s grace never fails. 
THE NEW TESTAMENT TRUTH 


In the third chapter of Galations Paul is using an 
illustration to prove that man is not saved by works 
but by grace, and the illustration he uses, strangely 
enough, is the covenant of grace made with Abraham. 


Here is the record: 
“And this I say, that the covenant, that was con- 
firmed before of God in Christ, (the covenant with 
Abraham) the law, (the covenant of works) which 


was four hundred and thirty years after, cannot 
disannul, that it should make the promise of none 


effect. 


God says the land is mine, and ye, (that is Israel) 
are sojourners with Me. It is the land of God, the land 
God promised; it is the land where the Son of God 
became a Man; it is the land where He walked for 
thirty-three years; it is the land where He suffered and 
died and was crucified; it is the land where He was 
buried and where He arose; it is the land from which 
He ascended into heaven; and it is the land to which He 
is coming back again. He is coming back, and when He 
comes He will not land in America, or in Britian, but 
His feet shall stand in that day upon the Mount of 
Olives which is before Jerusalem to the east. This is 
the Holy Land, preserved for a holy people. 


God has an earthly people and He has a land. Both 
of these He promises to vindicate and defend to the 
end. He promised Abraham “To bless them that bless 
thee, and curse him that_curseth thee.” And history has 
proven that God keeps His Word. Every nation which 
has ever persecuted Israel has gone down under God’s 
judgment. God has dealt with every one of them. Pharaoh 
of Egypt, Nebuchadnezzar, Alexander, the Roman Empire, 
and even the more modern nations of these latter days 
and centuries. Every one has come under the judgment 
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of God, because they, like Belshazzar, have stretched 
out their hand to touch Israel, called in the Bible the 


“apple of His eye.” 
TRUE OF THE LAND ALSO 


What was true of the people is just as true of the 
land which God included in His covenant with Abraham. 
No nation has any right to the Holy Land of Palestine 
but the nation to whom God Himself has given it, and 
history has proven that every nation which has conquered 
Palestine and taken it away from Israel, all or in part, 
has invited the judgment of the Almighty. No, nation, 
I repeat, has ever escaped the judgment of God which 
has conquered with the land or with the people of Israel. 
History stands a mute monument to the proof of this 
assertion. Even the Crusades failed because the Chris- 
tians, while they wanted to deliver the land from the 
sons of Ishmael, were not intent upon giving it back 
to its rightful owner, the sons of Isaac. Had the Crusaders 
gone forth with the firm intention of delivering the land 
and giving it exclusively to the rightful owners, no 
armies or combination of armies could have stopped them, 
for God would have been on their side. The solution of 
this world’s ills lies in this one formula. Bringing God’s 
covenant People into God’s Holy Land. Thank God _ this 
is going to be accomplished when the Lord Jesus Christ 
comes again. Oh, that the nations of this world, and its 
leaders might learn to seek what God has to say in His 
Holy Word concerning the problem that is vexing the 
nations today. God help us to study His Word in these 
last closing days so that when the Lord shall come we 
shall be ready for His appearing and not be ashamed at 
His coming. Are you ready? May God help you, and may 
God bless you. 


CHAPTER FIVE 


No single country of all countries of the world has 
been so much in the public eye, so much in the news, the 
past months and years as the land of Palestine. This 
land is known by a variety of names. One of the most 
common names we hear it called over the air and in the 
newspapers is the Holy Land, or the Promised Land.

This is the land which God promised to Abraham and to 
his seed as an everlasting possession, and even though 
it has been in the hands of the nations of the world for 
Many, many centuries, God’s covenant still defines it as 
the land which God promised to a particular, peculiar 
nation, the Nation of Israel, the descendants of the 
twelve tribes of Jacob. It is significant that it should 
be called the Holy Land, for the word, holy, has several 
meanings in Scripture. It does not, as some suppose, 
always mean holiness in character or conduct or walk. 
The word, holy, is also applied to inanimate objects. It 


is applied to the tabernacle, the vessels of the tabernacle, 


oN 


and to a large number of other things. We ourselves are 
called a holy people in our position, and because we are 
holy, separated unto God, He expects of us holiness in 
conduct. The word, holy, when applied to a land or to 
inanimate objects means that it has been set aside for 
a definite purpose. Now the Land of Palestine is the 
Holy Land because in His eternal purpose and program, 
God has set it aside for the one purpose of occupation by 
His peculiar people, the descendants of Jacob, and because 
it is God’s Holy Land, anyone who tampers with God’s 
Holy Land, and seeks to separate its people from their 
possesion comes under the judgment of God. This is the 
record of history. We have a striking example of it in 
this chapter in Daniel which we are studying in these lect- 
ures where Belshazzar, the king, streched forth his hand 
and touched the holy things of God, the vessels that had 
been taken from the holy temple of Jerusalem in the land 
of Judah. As a result, God brought swift and speedy judg- 
ment upon the nation and Babylon fell and came to a dis- 
mal end. Today the same thing is still true in principle, 
and the Holy Land, that little parcel of land situated at 
the eastern end of the Mediterranean sea, is still the 
key to the world’s problem. When the nation of that 
land to whom God has promised it by covenant is given 
full and free possession of this land, then only will the 
nations be at rest and the peace for which men strive 
shall finally be realized. 


In recent years, there has been much indication of the 
fact that this is about to be consumated, and we believe 
that we are at the very threshold of that glorious time 
when Israel shall be fully restored to the land again and 
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the millennial rest by the coming of the Messiah will 
be ushered in. Many Bible students were quite certain 
some twenty or twenty-five years ago that we had just 
about reached that period in history where Israel would be 
yestored to the land and it would be the signal for 
the return of the Lord Jesus Christ. It is a well-known 
fact established by history that when the tide of war 
was turning against the Allies in the First World War, 
it was a humble, modest little Jewish chemist, now world 
famous and very much in the news again, Dr. Chaim 
Weitzman, who came forward in the zero hour of the 
apparent defeat of the Allies with a formula for the 
most powerful explosive ever discovered up to that 
time, T.N.T., and donated that discovery to his beloved 
country, Britain, and that turned the tide of victory for 
the Allies. (See Lloyd George’s “Memoirs” which gives 
a graphic account of this whole procedure.) Then it was 
that Lord Balfour announced that in event of victory 
over the enemy, the land of Palestine, the Holy Land, 
would be set aside and given to Israel as her national 


homeland. Well, you remember the war ended, and the 
Balfour declaration gave Britain the mandate over the 


entire land of Palestine, the Holy Land. Here we believe 
was the golden opportunity. She had it in her power 
and her right to clear the land of its unlawful possessors 
and make it exclusively the homeland for God’s scattered 
people. However, for reasons of expediency or otherwise, 
this dream, this promise, was never fully realized. We 
want it understood that we are not criticizing, in any 
way the action of the nation in doing this, but only 
giving you the historical facts. So that instead of 
Palestine being set aside as a homeland for the nation 
of Israel, the Arabs, the direct descendants of Ishmael, 
were permitted to remain in the tent with the seed of 
Isaac, and the history of Abraham’s tent was repeated. 
If only the nations had been able to see their way clear 
to keep their promise to set aside the Holy Land as a 
national refuge and returned it again to their rightful 
possessors to whom God has promised it, God might have 
raised many, many more of the seed of Jacob like Dr. 
Weitzman to bring blessing and help to the nations of the 
world. If you are on God’s side, you will always have 
a majority, for God is always able if you only obey His 
will. A matter of faith, surely it is, purely a matter of 
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faith, and sadly tragic it is to say, that at that crucial 
hour this well-intentioned promise of restoring the land 
again to Israel was not kept and the awful crisis con- 
tinues and the unrest in the land is gaining by leaps and 
by bounds. 


ISAAC AND ISHMAEL 


You will recall the history of Abraham with his 
eldest son, Ishmael, and his covenant son, Isaac. Abraham 
had among other children, two: Ishmael, the first-born 
who was born of the Egyptian woman in the tent of 
Abraham, and the second, born thirteen years later, was 
called Isaac, to whom God had promised that He would 
give—and to his seed forever the land of the promised 
covenant, even the land of Palestine. Now as long as 
Ishmael was alone in the tent of Abraham, there was 
no trouble of any kind, but when thirteen years later 
Isaac was born, the trouble began. The advice of Sarah 
was, “Send Ishmael away out of the tent,” and when 
Abraham refused to put Ishmael out God appeared to 
him and said to him these words: “Put out the son of 
the bondwoman, for the son of the bondwoman shall not 
be heir with Isaac, the son of promise.” Abraham obeyed, 
and peace was restored. Isaac and Ishmael cannot dwell 
in the same tent at the same time. Now, of course, you 
know that Isaac was the father of Israel, and Ishmael 
was the father of the Ishmaelites. The present day Arabs 
are the direct descendants of Ishmael. They were in the 
land first, of course, because Ishmael was born in the 
tent before Isaac was there, but God has promised it, 
not to Ishmael, not the son of the bondwoman, but to 
Isaac, the son of the covenant. Now historically, again 
we find that the Ishmaelites who are the descendants of 
Ishmael were in the land first when all of this con- 
troversy arose some twenty or twenty-five years ago, 
but when the land was set aside for the coming of Israel, 
Ishmael must go. Well, you remember the historical story. 
While the land had been promised and was promised as 
a homeland for the descendants of Isaac, and there the 
trouble has been ever since, and has continued and will 
continue until God’s program so clearly laid down shall 
be obeyed. The Palestine problem will continue until in 
obedience to God the sons of the bondwoman are put out 
to make way for the sons of promise. 
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DIVIDING THE LAND 


Then came probably the greatest mistake and the 
greatest error of all. Before we take up this tragic error, 
may I again say that we are not seeking in any way to 
be critical but only setting forth the teachings of the 
Word of God in the hope that it may come to the at- 
tention of those who are in a position to do something 
about it in order that God’s plan which can never be 
ignored may be carried out. In seeking to quiet the unrest 
in the land, the Holy Land, and to put a stop to the con- 
tinual fighting of Jews and Arabs, the proposal was 
put forward to divide the land into a number of divisions 
or states. And so just recently the proposal was again 
revived to divide the land and split it into three or four 
separate parts. The northern part was to be set aside 
for the Arabs; the small part in the south in Judea was 
to be for the descendants of Isaac, the Israelites, and 
then the other parts would be under the nation’s control 
as a central federal government that should have juris- 
diction over both parts. Oh, if the nations had only 
known what this proposal really means. It marks the 
beginning of one of the saddest periods of human history, 
and is an omen of the approaching end. The word of 
God is very, very clear that to divide the land, the Holy 
Land is to commit a crime that God will not permit to 
go unjudged. We remember what a protest went up from 
the Zionists all over the world and the strong denunciation 
from the people of Israel when this was first proposed. 
And the proposal has not in any way solved the problem 
but the difficulties, on the contrary, have only continued 
to increase and will increase until we give heed to the 
“Thus saith the Lord.” 


THE DOUBLE SIN 


In Daniel, chapter three, the Lord tells us the reasons 
why He is going to judge the nations in the latter days, 
especially in the tribulation period, and He gives two, 
two very definite reasons for the coming of God’s judg- 
ment upon the nations. Listen very carefully to Joel 3:2: 


“I will also gather all nations, and will bring 
them down into the valley of Jehosaphat, and will 
plead with them there for my people and for my 
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heritage (now nofe very, very carefully) Israel, 
whom they have scattered among the nations, and 


parted (or divided) my land.” 


Now note the two reasons why God says He is going 
to judge the nations in the end time. It is first, they 
have seattered my people among the nations. Second, 
they have parted or divided my land. And don’t miss 
this. God says it is MY land and He is refering to the 
land of Palestine which we know usually as the Holy 
Land. The first sin, many of the nations have committed 
by persecuting God’s people, and we have seen them go 
down one after another for God’s Word cannot be broken. 
The second great error, and we are praying that God will 
open the eyes of the leaders of the nations and cause 
them to repent and enjoy the blessing of the Lord, the 
second of these sins is the proposal to divide, to partition, 
the land of Palestine. Or turn if you will, to” Daniel 
Chapter 11. Here, in describing the act of the anti-christ, 
we read this: 


“Thus shall he (that is, the antichrist) do in the most 
strong holds with a strange god, whom he shall 
acknowledge and increase with glory: and he shall 
cause them to rule over many, and SHALL DIVIDE 


THE LAND for gain.” Daniel 11:39 


And then follows the description of God’s judgment 
upon the man of sin and his ruin because of this particular 
sin. All this, please note, follows immediately upon the 
statement that he shall divide the land for gain. 


THE LAST STRAW 


According to the clear teaching of the Word of God, 
the next event in the program of God is the catching 
away of the Church of the Lord Jesus. Then the man of 
sin, the antichrist, the anti-type of a Nimrod and Nebu- 
chadnezzar and the Caesars will appear upon the scene. 
He will first of all promise the nation of Israel to restore 
them back again into their land, and when he has by 
deception gained their confidence, he is going to turn 
upon them in the midst of that tribulation period, and 
will repeat the sin of dividing the land of Palestine. And 
when he stretches out his hand to touch that which is 
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holy, that which God called “My land”, it will be the 
last straw, it will be the occasion for the coming of the 
judgment of Almighty God upon the man of sin and upon 
all his armies and upon all his program, and they shall 
be miserably destroyed at the return of the Lord Jesus 
Christ in power and in great glory. It is well to remem- 
ber this because it is taught in type as well as direct 
statement throughout all the Scripture. Just remember 
that Belshazzar who is a type of this coming man of 
sin made this great mistake of stretching forth his hand 
to touch the things which God had called holy. 


Now we have taken a great deal of time and gone 
into considerable detail in order to set before you what 
we believe to be according to the Word of God the basic 
problem of the world today, and the only hope for the 
longed for and sought for peace for which man is striv- 
ing. Israel is still God’s chosen nation. That does not 
mean that they as individuals can be saved without the 


Lord Jesus Christ, but as a nation they are still God’s 
chosen nation. Palestine, the Holy Land, is still God’s 
chosen land, and there can be no peace in this world 
until the nation and the land according to God’s purpose 
are again wholly united. Every peace effort, all of the 
wisdom of diplomats and endless bloodshed will never 
bring about a government which will assure lasting 
tranquillity and prosperity. Only as the nation is back 
in the land and the Messiah is their king, will the time 
come when they shall “beat their swords into plough- 
shares and their spears into pruning hooks, and they shall 
learn war no more.” The key to lasting peace is the land 
of Israel and the Israel of the land. The Lord has com- 
manded us to pray for the peace of Jerusalem; they shall 
prosper that love thee. When Jerusalem is at peace the 
world will be at peace. Let us pray that the leaders of 
the nations may soon see that God is on the side of 
those that recognize His program. We believe that the 
wars that have been ravaging the world, and causing 
utter destruction of many of the nations and which have 
avowed to exterminate Israel and are seeking to conquer 
Palestine will ultimately be defeated. Soon the day will 
be here when the oppressors shall cease, and 
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“Jesus shall reign where’re the sun 
Does his successive journeys run; 

His kingdom spread from shore to shore, 
Till moons shall wax and wane no more.” 


We have tried to set before you the program of God. 
May we again say that we have not in any way tried to 
enter into any political argument or set ourselves up as 
judges of what the nations are doing or to be critical in 
any destructive sense, but only to set before you what we 
believe from the very depths of our heart to be the in- 
spired program of Almighty God with the firm conviction 
that until the nations of the world learn God’s program 
and are willing to follow His formula for peace, there 


can be no lasting peace. Let us pray for our leaders, — 


let us pray for our nation, let us pray for the nations 
of this world, that the time shall soon come when every 
knee shall bow to the Lord Jesus Christ and every tongue 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory of God 
the Father. Then shall peace like a river cover the 
earth. Then shall Israel be at rest in her own land. Then 
shall the nations know war no more. Every man shall sit 
under his own vine and under his own fig tree, and the 
long hoped for, long prayed for, millennial age of peace 
will come when the nations shall be at rest and Christ 
shall have dominion over land and sea. God haste the 
day. In closing may we ask you, are you ready for that 
time?
